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SWIFT CANCER 
Comedian Jack 
Benny, 80, Dies 


LOS ANGELES (TJPtj - Jack 
Benny, the master comedian 
who won America's laughter 
for 50' years by portraying him­ 
self as a violin-playing miser, 
died today of a swift, surprise 
cancer attack at the ago of 80. 
The most famous names in 
show business had gathered at 
Benny's home yesterday when 
word spread that the great 
comic was dying. (See related 
stories, page 8.) 


Funeral services were sched­ 
uled for noon Sunday at the 
Hillside Memorial Cemetery in 
Culver City, Calif. 
Johnny Carson, a close friend 
who considered Benny's comic 
style an important influence on 
his own, said his “Tonight 
Show*’ Tuesday would be a 
tribute to Benny. 
. 'Everyone who 'knew him 
loved him,” Carson said. “I 
never heard him say an unkind 
word about anyone and I feel 
fortunate in having my life 
touched by him.” 
“Perhaps it’s the beginning of 
the end for those who 'began in 
vaudeville,” said Bob Hope, 
who met Benny on Broadway 52 
years ago. 
"This is a very sad occa­ 
sion,” said Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan, a former actor, whose 
limousine was among the doz­ 
ens thronging the driveway of 
Benny 's Holm by Hills mansion. 
Despite his age, Benny had 
been considered, in excellent 
health and was active to the 
last, getting ready to appear in 
his first movie in years. 
The cancer of the pancreas 


was discovered only Friday, 
when Benny complained that a 
recurrent stomach pain had re­ 
turned. 
It rapidly overcame 
him. 
His family said doctors told 
them there was no hope, and 
Benny decided to die at home 
rather than enter a hospital. 
Among the first to arrive at 
Benny's mansion was Frank 
Sinatra. 
Next came George 
Bums. Benny’s closest friend. 
They had ribbed each other on 
stage, radio and television for 
almost half a century. 
Hope. Reagan, Merle Oberon, 
Danny Thomas, Milton Berle, 
Johnny Carson, Danny Kaye 
and others gathered, at the 
home to console Benny’s wife of 
47 years, Mary Livingston. 
“We’re losing one of the 
greatest performers who ever 
lived,” said Rosa.li.nd Russel, 
close to tears. “ I’m sure going 
to miss him..” 
“Jack brought joy to the 
world. He has the most, charita­ 
ble heart in show business,” 
Hope said. 
“He is a world institution,” 
said Reagan, recalling that he 
met Benny in the 1920s when 
the governor was a radio an­ 
nouncer in Iowa... 
Benny was preparing to cos­ 
tar in a film version of the 
Broadway hit “ The Sunshine 
Boys,” about a pair of aged 
entertainers. 
He and his wife adopted a 
daughter, Joan, in 1934. She 
rushed home from a skiing 
vacation Thursday night. 
“He's had a good life,” she 
said.

Wife's Craving For Drink Cast 
Shadow Over Spouse's Career

It was a formal dinner party 
at a fashionable country club in 
New Mexico. 


As soft music played,, about a 
hundred diners laughed and 
chatted quietly. The elegantly- 
dressed men and women were

Mr. C.. an executive with a 
steel company, had 'been pro­ 
moted and was leaving for a 
new job in. California,. 


After the meal, one of the 
hosts rose to presen!, gifts to the 
couple. When he handed a Na­ 
vajo bracelet to Mrs. C., she 
began to sob loudly. 
“I got up and cried and start­ 
ed to talk," she recalls. “ I went 
on and on, not making any 
sense, blubbering and. carrying 
on. I made an ass of myself. 
Finally my husband had to take 
my arm and force me back into 
my chair. 
“It was obvious to everyone 
there that I was drunk.”

Today at 57, Lillian C. is an 
attractive woman with, friendly 
blue eyes and a throaty voice.

By GEORGE NEVIN 
Marin County bucked the ra ­ 
tional trend this year when it 
comes to some major crimes, 
an Independent-Journal survey 
shows. 


If figures released today by 
the federal government (which 
cover the first nine months of 
19741 hold up to the year’s end, 
the nation’s suburbs will show a 
21 per cent rise in serious 
crimes. In Marin, that figure is. 
roughly 12 per cent.

Economic Signposts 
Mostly Point Down 


Jobs, Indices Signal 
Deepening Recession

A worsening trade deficit, the fourth straight 
monthly decline in a key government economic 
index and new production cutbacks and layoffs 
today signaled worsening recession as the nation 
approached the New Year. 
In Europe, gold prices hit 
record levels,, "nearing $200 an 
ounce just three days before 
Americans will, be allowed le­ 
gally to own gold bullion for the 
first, time since the Great De­ 
pression of the 1930s. 
'The Commerce Department’s 
composite index of eight lead­ 
ing economic indicators — a 
carefully watched, barometer of 
the state of the economy — 
dropped 1.5 per cent in Novem­ 
ber. the fourth consecutive 
monthly decline. 'The decline 
signals even heavier production 
cutbacks and layoffs in future 
months, and more' of both, were 
announced today. 
As President Ford conferred 
in Vail, Colo., with energy ad­ 
visers and cabinet members on 
ways to cut the nation’s expen­ 
sive foreign oil bill, the Com­ 
merce Department reported a 
November trade deficit of $113 
million that was in. part caused 
by a 3 per cent increase in oil 
imports. 
For the first 11 months of 
1974, the United States has paid 


822.2 Ml ion for petroleum prod­ 
ucts — three times the $7.8 
billion, for all of 1973. 
U.S. exports of manufactured 
goods and transportation 'equip­ 
ment dropped 6 per cent in 
N ovem ber. 
Food im ports 
soared 35 per cent to $880 mil­ 
lion but were still far less than 
food; shipments of $1.3 billion 
overseas. Coal exports were up 
22 'per cent. 
Imports of all petroleum 
products 
were estimated 
at 
185'.3 million barrels in Novem­ 
ber, up from an average of 
184.9 million barrels in the two 
previous months. 
Total exports in November 
were estimated at $9.061 billion 
compared with imports of

For the first time in more 
than two years, there are con­ 
demned men on San Quentin 
Prison's “Death Row,” nine in­ 
mates awaiting execution in the1 
gas chamber. 
What, was once the biggest, 
death row in the nation was 
emptied of more than 100 con­ 
demned men — including mass 
murderer Charles Manson and 
Sirhan Sirhan. slayer of Robert 
Kennedy — by a February' 1972 
ruling of the State Supreme 
Court 
which 
outlawed 
the 
state's death 'penalty law as 
written. 


They cannot be returned to 
the row singe they were con­ 
demned under the1 old law, 'but 
the row is slowly filling up with 
men condemned to die under a 
new law approved by voters in 
November of 1972. 
Until about two weeks ago the 
mien with death sentences were 
being kept in the prison's high- 
sec urity Adjustment Center, ac­ 
cording 
to William 
Nyberg, 
prison information officer. 
But he said officials have now 
reactivated the death row on 
the sixth floor of the North 
Block and placed all the con­ 


demned men there. They will 
join 37 men. who, while not 
facing death sentences, have 
for one reason or another, been 
confined' to the segregated cells 
on the old row-. 
Nyberg said life on, the row is 
more restrictive than in the 
rest of the prison, since its 
residents are kept locked in 
their cells 22 or 23 hours a day. 
“There’s not the freedom, there 
is on the mainline,” he said.

go to the hospital." 


No convict has died in the gas 
chamber since 1967. 
And experts in the death 'pen­ 
alty saw the row’s new occu­ 
pants may also 'be- spared by 
legal battles expected over the 
new law.

Wife's Craving For Drink Cast On Duty Run 
Shadow Over Spouse's Career 
Contbmed ffrtm page I 
indication that Lillian C. was 
headed for 'personal disaster. 
She was horn and reared in 
Hillsborough, the daughter of 
an upper-middle-class family. 
"1 had a happy childhood, a 
happy youth. " she remembers. 
I wasn't shy; I got along well 
with others and had good 
grades. There were no prob­ 
lems." 
After she graduated from 
Vassar, Lillian worked in ‘‘a 
stimulating job" as private sec­ 
retary to the West Coast man­ 
ager of one of the largest com­ 
panies in the nation. "I traveled 
a lot; it was an exciting life.” 
Oh. she drank a good deal 
socially and often came to work 
with a hangover — but so did 
most of her friends. "When 
you're young, hangovers aren't 
so bad and, besides, they don’t 
usually last past 10 a.m." 
When she was about 25, 'Lilli­ 
an did the “socially acceptable 
thing" — married “a fine, hon­ 
orable man" and settled down 
to raise a family. 
But she didn't like housework 
and soon found that “my idea 
of life wasn't diapers, feeding 
schedules and 'behavior prob­ 
lems. 1 felt tied, down, bored. 
Children were an awfully dull 
business for me. 
“Yet at the same time I had 
been brought up to believe that 
I must fulfill my duty as a wife 
and mother and do well by my 


children." 
Because of Mr. C.'s bittiness, 
he and his wife went to frequent 
parties, where they 'both 'drank 
heavily — find thought nothing 
about it. 
Soon, however, the evening 
drinking bouts weren’t enough 
for Lillian.

Drinking, Driving Teens 
"Frighteningly1 Frequent 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
■1‘a 1 arming.. frightening’’ num­ 
ber of teen-agers have either 
driven while drunk or been 
passengers in cars with heavy- 
drinking drivers, the National 
Highway Traffic .Safety Admin­ 
istration said yesterday. 
The agency's $100,000 study 
on tee-age drinking says: 
Many teen-agers say they 
have frequently driven when 
they are "really pretty drunk." 
One-fourth say they have 
driven once or twice1 when they 
knew themselves to be too 
drunk to drive. 
Another one-fourth have driv­ 
en three or more times when 
drunk. 
Thirty-two per cent report 
being a passenger at least once1 
a month in a car operated by a 
heavily drinking' driver. 
"I don't know whether you’d 
call it surprising, alarming m 
frightening," said NHTSA Ad­ 
ministrator James B. Gregory, 
who presented the finding! at a 
briefing. Gregory said the fed­ 
erally financed research 'by 
Grey Advertising, Inc., of New 
York, strongly suggests a redi­ 
rection of the agency's efforts 
to discourage drunk driving. 
"No amount of legal action will 
tend to correct the problem," 
he said. 
Gregory said the agency’s 
future activities 'would be' 'di­ 
rected more toward encourag­ 
ing aocial pressures against 


drinking and driving, and. social 
acceptance of such remedies as 
physically restraining drinking 
friends and relatives from driv­ 
ing. 
Alcohol is involved, in. half the 
nation’s highway fatalities, 
which totaled. 54,006 in 1973 and 
possibly 10.000' er speeds and 
less overall driving, Gregory 
said. But even with the reduced 
number of fatalities, 20,000 or 
more traffic deaths this year 
are attributable to alcohol. 
The study found, that neither 
scare' tactics nor legal threats 
discourage teen-age 'drinking 
and driving Blinking teens 
don't view the legal conse­ 
quences of being stopped by 
police as serious and don't con­ 
sider death or crippling injury 
a likely consequence, 'the study 
said. 
Nor are teen-age drinkers a 
fringe group “They are not far- 
out, drop-out, alienated or un­ 
der achieving types," the study 
said They represent the same 
levels of achievement in school 
work, sports and activities as 
non-drinking young people. 
"The study... re veals that 
there is an alarming amount of 
drinking and driving taking 
place among a large, main­ 
stream group of US. youth," 
the report said. “In fact, high 
school students ate in cortad 
with alcohol-related situations 
almost as often as adults are: 
today."

She was rushed to the hospi­ 
tal and was unconsciou for six 
days. She then spent six weeks 
in the psychiatric unit at Ross 
General Hospital. 
The night Lillian arrived 
home from: the hospital (the 
family lived in Fairfax), she 
was served with a summons. 
Her husband was suing her for 
divorce and had taken legal 
action to have her committed to 
Mendocino State Hospital. 
“I knew it was a difficult 
decision for him, but he felt be1 
had to get me away from the 
children." said Mrs. C. “I was 
even dangerous to have 
around: I smoked in bed and 
drove the kids around when I 
was drinking." 
It was a bitter time, waiting 
for the hearing in a house 
which seemed like an armed 
camp. 
The session was held in the 
old San Rafael Courthouse and 
conducted by the late Judge 
Charles Brusatori. Feeling 
“terribly humiiidated, beaten 
down and scared," Lillian lis­ 
tened as her husband poured: 
out his tale of woe. “He was 
very angry and had a lot to 
say.” 
Finally the judge turned to 
Lillian “Have you ever tried 
Alcoholics Anonymous?" he 
asked. 
“1 told him I'd gone to a few 
meetings, but that the people 
there were beneath me," Lilli­ 
an recalled. “He said ‘I’ve seen 
AA work miracles.' ” And then 
he setenced me to attend an AA 
meeting every' night for a year. 
If 1 did that, the Judge said he 
would drop the. divorce charges 
and the committment. Of 
course, 1 agreed.” 
It was February, 1963. and for 
Lillian C.. it was a brand new 
day.Of course healing both her 
“physical allergy and mental 
obsession" with alcohol wras far 
from, easy, but fellow AA. mem­ 
bers were there, to' help her 
over the rough spots. 
“It's amazing to find out 
there is hope." she said. “When 
you've been through so much, 
it's good to find out that life is 
worth living." 
The1 Lillian of today sees her­ 
self as “immeasurably happy. 
“Sure I have my ups and 
downs and my disappointments 
and sorrows. 
"But I have self respect. I’m 
contented. And my husband can 
take me to company parties 
and be proud of me1. 
“My experiences these1 'days 
are all real and true. When I 
cry tears, 1 know it’s really 
emotion, not a crying jag. 
"But the best thing is that 1 
don't have to take a drink. No 
one has told me not to; it’s my 
choice.

Marin Crime Increasing 
Slower Than Nationwide

unincorporated area of the 
county They are based on com­ 
plete figures for the first tl 
months, projected through the 
end of the year. The Town of 
Ross is not included because 
the city council has instructed 
the police department to with­ 
hold such information, but 
records of past years available 
from the state indicate the ef­ 
fect of that is statistically negli­ 
gible. 
The I-J statistics also exclude 
crimes committed at San Quen­ 
tin — where there have been 12 
slayings and 84 assaults, mostly 
with, knives, to date this year. 
Marin's seven homicides in 
1974 represent a 12.5 per cent 
drop from, the eight logged last 
year. But since the numbers 
are so small, law enforcement 
officers warn, it is difficult to 
draw significant conclusions 
from the decline. 
One death — that of Bradley 
D. Wilson, found dead in his 
Fairfax home Nov. 2 — has yet 
to be classified. If it proves to 
be a homicide, it could up the 
year’s tota! to eight, the same 
as last year. 


Cigorefte Taxes 
Are Handed Out

Robberies, 
too, 
are down, 
with 20 fewer this year (152) 
than last (172). Since 1971, rob­ 
bery figures have been seesaw­ 
ing. with each increase followed 
the next year by a decrease. 


Assaults, however, are a dif­ 
ferent story. The number has 
jumped from 243 last year to 
306 through November and a 
projected 334 by New Year's 
Day — a 37 per cent boost. 


Figures supplied by the state 
Bureau of Criminal Statistics 
show felony assaults rose 119 
■per cent in Marin between 1969 
and 197.1. A further 68 per cent 
increase is expected between 
1973 and 1977. 


Rapes in Marin rose from 55 
last year to 61 this year, a hike 
of 11 per cent, exactly the same 
as the typical suburban area, 
as shown in Sax he’s figures. 
Burglary', though up 12 'per 
cent in Marin, still fell below 
the 20' per cent increase shown 
in the suburbs. 
Auto theft increased slightly 
here, from 573 last year to 587, 
after three years of declines 
which law officers attribute to 
com puteri zed re g i stra t i o n 
checks and steering wheel lock­ 
ing devices. The rest of the 
nation's suburbs pegged: a 13 
per cent increase. 
While countywide figures 
may show one trend, in many 
cases statistics in one police 
jurisdiction have moved in the 
opposite direction, or showed, a 
more modest change than the 
county average. 


Geothermal Bids 


RENO, NevJUPIi — 'The Bu­ 
reau of Land Management has 
tentatively accepted high bonus 
bids of more than $1 million for 
geothermal leasing rights to 
21.600 acres of national re­ 
sources lands in northern Ne­ 
vada. 


In the unincorporated area of 
the county patrolled by sheriff's 
deputies, burglaries showed 
only a modest increase of 14 
over 1973. 
Noting that his 2 per cent 
jump was far lower than the 
county's 12 per cent increase, 
Under sheriff Sidney Stinson 
said: 
"We’re pleased with the fig­ 
ures. We'll close out the year 
with about 100 fewer burglaries 
than in 1OT2,” 
He attributed the drop to the 
department's burglary preven­ 
tion 'program, “and a more 
aware citizenry’ People are be­ 
ginning to recognize there is a 
burglary' problem, in the county 
and to protect their homes bet­ 
ter.” 
But rape figures for the unin­ 
corporated area show an in­ 
crease of 77 per cent, from 18 
last year to a projected 32 this 
year. 
Stinson blamed the jump on 
"a couple of rapists who are 
responsible for multiple rapes.” 
He cautioned women against 
hitchhiking or accepting rides 
from strangers. 
In San Rafael, Chief Lawr­ 
ence R. Kelly said he was 
pleased with statistics showing 
no change in homicides, rapes 
and robberies and. an increase 
of less than 1 per cent in auto 
thefts. 
Although year-end figures 
will show an 8 per cent hike in 
burglaries (from 660 to 739), 
Kelly said residential, burgla­ 
ries have slacked off since his 
department put a burglary pre­ 
vention unit on the street, in. 
August. 
"We’re going to continue pur­ 
suing the crime preventive ap­ 
proach and try to increase citi­ 
zen involvement,” he said. “We 
need more eyes and, ears. We’d 
like to make more people 
aware that crime prevention is 
a dual, responsibility which, both 
citizens and police share.”

A 16 Per Cent Rise 
In Crime Reported 


WASHINGTON ÍUPI) - The' 
FBI reports serious crime rose 
16 per cent across the country 
in the first nine months of 1:974 
and the biggest increase was in 
the South. 
The January-to-Septem 'ber 
statistics were accompanied 
yesterday by a call from outgo­ 


ing: Attorney 'General William 
B. Saxbe for law enforcement 
agencies to work harder on 
preventing crime. 
Crimes against property, 
such as auto theft, were up 17 
per cent while murder, rape, 
robbery, assault and other vio­ 
lent crimes rose 8 per cent over 


the first three-quarters of 1973. 
Crime .rose 20 per cent in the 
South over the first nine months 
of last year, the FBI said The 
increase was 15 'per coot in the 
north-central part of the coun­ 
try', 14 per cent in the West and 
13 per cent in the heavily popu­ 
lated northeast. 
The continuing increase in 
crime requires an intensifica­ 
tion of our efforts to identify the 
causes, improve crime preven­ 
tion and insure swift prosecu­ 
tion,” said Saxbe in a state­ 
ment.

Shortly 'before World 'War I 
Benny discovered he was more 
adept at making people laugh 
than with his virtuosity... 
He enlisted in the Navy and 
served during the first World 
War with an entertainm ent 
troop raising money for Navy 
Relief. As his shows progressed 
his comedy antics became a 
dom inant factor, the violin 
.serving only as a prop. 
After the war Benny went out 
as a single. Once more he 
changed his name, dropping the 
Ben in favor of Jack, for fear 
audiences would confuse him 
with Ben Berate. 
On tour he met his wife Sadie 
■ Marks, a hosiery clerk at the 
Los Angeles May Co., a, meet­ 
ing he was to use later in 
comedy routines, The1 couple 
was married, in Waukegan in. 
January, 1927. 
Benny remained in Southern 
California to work in a series of 
undistinguished motion pic­ 
tures. Early in the 1.930s he 
turned to the relatively new 
field of radio where, he found, 
instant success.

Whatever the present state of 
the economy, it is likely three 
out of five of you reading this 
column will celebrate New 
Year’s Eve for better or worse 
to come in. 1975. 
And it is also possible that 
three out of five of you cele­ 
brating will do so away from 
home — many of you at restau­ 
rants or night spots. This par­ 
ticular type of celebration is 
different from others. In its 
own way it represents a sort of 
prayer or an expression of 
hope.

Or settle for 
some entree less flamboyant 


and treat yourself to the side 
tidbits for which owner and 
chef Jose Poos is noted — his 
fried baby squid, his caracoles 
< snails — either sauteed in 
white wine and. tomato sauce or 
gently in garlic butter», perhaps 
his gambas al ajillo (sauteed 
prawns) or fresh clams in white 
wine sauce. 
Add one or two of them to 
entrees like cordero a la Man- 
chega «lamb marinated in olive 
oil. spices and lemons), the 
ternilla a la Parrilla (veal steak 
with asparagus tips and pimien­ 
to», one of the paellas or the 
assorted seafood and shellfish 
casserole and you’ll enjoy a 
dinner fit for the epicures. You 
should, of course, also include 
one of the Spanish wines in 
Jose's collection to make it 
complete. The list is considera­ 
ble and it offers both the mod­ 
erately priced and more expen­ 
sive bottlings. 
This man Jose is probably the 
most ambitious Spaniard I have 
ever known. He started out 
modestly, then bought out his 
partner and the building he 
occupies, built up his patronage 
to excellent proportions and I 
predict that one day he will be 
a big operator. For this he

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Ei­ 
ther California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan 
or Alabama 
Gov. 
George Wallace would capture 
17-18 per cent of the California 
vote as a third-party presiden­ 
tial candidate in 1978, a survey 
made in the 10 days following 
the Nov. 5 election showed to­ 
day. 
Should the two combine as 
presidential and vice presiden­ 
tial candidates on a third-party 
ticket, they could expect about 
19 per cent of the' total vote, the 
California Poll deduced from, its 
personal interviews of 1,048 
adulto chosen to represent a 
cross-section of the1 state’s 'vot­ 
ers. 
For the sampling, Reagan 
and Wallace were stacked up 
against a Ford-Rockefeller Re­ 
publican ticket and Democratic 
Party tickets headed, by Sen. 
Henry Jackson or Sen. Edmund 
Muslue 
Pollster Mervin Field said it 
was significant that Reagan 
and Wallace got as much sup­ 
port as they did at a time when 
“neither had made any public 
move to organize a presidential 
effort outside his present par­ 
t y ” 
From that it would appear, 
said Field, "that either man’s 
potential is greater than shown 
in view of the restiveness by 
the public and the ample oppor­ 
tunity either one 'would have 
during 1975 to actively promote 
a third-party candidacy.” 
Reagan as a third-party can­ 
didate would seriously weaken 
President Ford’s chance of win­ 
ning as a Republican and Wal­ 
lace would subtract a smaller 
but still decisive portion of the 
vote for the Democratic stan­ 
dard bearer, the poll showed. 
With Reagan, but not Wal­ 
lace, as a third-party candi­ 
date. the poll showed Jackson 
getting 37 per cent of the total 
vote. Ford 32, Reagan 17, and 
undecided 14.

New Year Brings Lengthy 
List Of YWCA Offerings 


Dad's In The Maternity Ward 


By BONNIE BARD 
Proud new fathers are no 
longer relegated to “visitors” 
status in maternity wards, but 
now are a natural part of the 
scene and share in the care of 
the newborn. 
Progressive hospitals in Ma­ 
rin, and Sonoma counties have 
instituted family-centered ma­ 
ternity units that give the fath­ 
er a bigger role and allow both 
parents to get to know their 
child before going home. 
Hillcrest Hospital in Petalu­ 
ma began the program two 
months ago under the direction 
of Nursing Supervisor Margar- 
ethe Kircher. 
“Fathers milling around in 
the hallway have really become 
a thing of the past,” Mrs. 
Kircher said. “Before, they 
really felt out of it, but now 
they feel a part of the event.” 


NEW FATHERS are no long­ 
er limited to normal visiting 
hours and may be' in. the ma­ 
ternity ward, from 10 a.m. to 
8:30 p.m. No longer are they 
chased, out when it’s baby’s 
feeding time. 
“ The fathers wash their 
hands, put on hospital gowns 
and can feed their babies and 
change their diapers if they 
like,” Mrs. Kircher said. 
“This has really been good 
for fathers. They feel more at 
ease when the baby goes home 
because they’re already used to 
feeding and diapering,” she 
said. 
“Fathers are very happy with 
this program., especially if 
they’ve had other babies under 
the old rules,” Mrs. Kircher 
said. “'Sometimes they can’t 
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believe it when we bring in the 
crib.” 


FATHERS HAVE been per­ 
mitted in the delivery room for 
several years and Mrs. Kircher 
said she believes the more re­ 
laxed rules bring a more casual 
atmosphere to the maternity 
ward. 
“The fathers are1 very de­ 
lighted,” she said. “Before, 
everything was so conservative. 
M any hospitals back, east are 
still like that. We take the 
fathers along whenever we 
can.” 
Hillcrest also treats the new 
parents to a. special gourmet 
dimer complete with candle­ 
light on the evening before dis­ 
charge. It may be a long time 
before they can get out to 
dinner again. 
THE MENU includes a choice 
of three entrees: chicken breast 
cordon-bleu (stu.ffed with 
smoked ham slices and Swiss 
cheese); scampi selected gulf 
prawns ¡'sauteed, and deglazed 
with white wine and chives); 
and top sirloin steak (with 
mushroom sauce). Wine is also

included, although that’s noth­ 
ing special. Nearly a l Hillcrest 
patients may enjoy wine with 
evening meals. 
“It’s really quite a nice' 'din­ 
ner. Next I’m going to hire an 
Hungarian to play the violin," 
Mrs, Kircher said, laughingly. 
She said the new program 
also allows for a better adjust­ 
ment for homes where there 
are older children. 
“We still can't allow children 
to visit, but at least the father 
has spent more time with the 
new baby and can tell the1 older 
children more about him,” she 
said. 


MRS. KIRCHER said she 
hopes that the new hospital 
planned for Petaluma in sever­ 
al years will include a special 
visiting room attached to the 
maternity ward, where young­ 
sters could visit their mothers 
and 800 their new brother or 
sister through the nursery 'win­ 
dow. 
Hillcrest averages 40 births 
per month, but rarely uses all 
six of its obstetrics beds be­ 
cause of the short, hospital stay 


plan. 
“If the birth is uncomplicated 
and everything is aB right the 
average stay is one day;’ Mn 
Kircher said. Under special 
cases mothers coaid «van he 
discharged a few hoars after1 
giving birth. 
“Everybody feels better with 
these' new rules,’"’ she said. 
“Both the mother and father 
feel more comfortable with 'the 
infant. 
“Any ideas of trying to ex­ 
clude fathers are' strictly old- 
fashioned,” Mrs. Kircher said.

boxes and maps piled near the door. 


A cobweb-covered old calculator on a 
rusting stand had been pulled from the 
basement. “To lease” signs already cov­ 
ered second floor windows. 


After nearly 60 years at its central 
Bridgeway location. Sausalito s city hall 
this week was on the move. 


All week, with a day-and-a-half off for 
Christmas, city staff and workmen 
packed old oak furniture, modern desks, 
roll after roll of maps, cartons of official 
reports and ledgers into the city’s blue 
public works trucks to cart them a mile 
■north to the new ’ city hall, old Central 
School on Litho Street. 


The freshly-painted interior and light, 
airy offices will 'be a welcome change 
from the increasingly cramped and dim 
cubicles at 731 Bridgeway, agreed the 
staff, eager to settle into their long- 
awaited new- quarters. 


“ But I, at least, will miss this place," 
admitted City Mgr. 'Thomas P. McKen­ 
zie. “ It’s nice and folksy to be on the 
main street." 


However, the new offices will triple the 
former space and be more efficient, he 
said. 
And the department of public 
works., housed at 630 Nevada Street, can 
now join the other offices in the new 
location. 
The city purchased the former school 
building, set on the hillside at Litho, 
Bonita and Bee streets, last year after 
voters approved a .1350,000' bond issue, 
and extensively refurbished the first floor 
interior. The new city hall will. 'Occupy the 


Youth activities will continue to be 
housed in the 'basement, and the second 
floor may be used later for youth or 
senior citizens' program s, McKenzie 
said. 


He added that the exterior grounds 
might later be improved with landscap­ 
ing and removal of the chain-link fence 
around the yard. 
Parking is available on Litho Street, 
and behind the school, off Bee Street. 
Digging into the basement and corners 
of the building at 729-731 Bridgeway this 
week hasn’t turned up much long, lost 


treasure, but City Clerk Janet 'Tracy did 
find an old metal star which was used, 
before the telephone era, to summon 
passing police by placing it in a window 
or waving; it from a doorway. 


The old building was erected by the 
Bank of Sausalito in the mid-1890s. .alter a 
fire on, July 4, 1893, roared through, some 
10 buildings along Bridgeway, then Water 
Street. But no one can pinpoint when city 
hall moved in — probably •- bet ween 1915 
and 1919, it has been estimated from a 
study of.documents. 


City offices, earlier were located on 


Princess Street then moved to Bridge­ 
way, across from the present Ondine 
restaurant, about 1912. It’s next move 
was to the building vacated this week. 


'The city has leased, the old city hall to 
the Tops and Trousers clothing firm, 
which plans to sublease the former li­ 
brary space upstairs and half of the main 
floor, McKenzie said. 


When, the dust of moving is cleared, and 
fresh paint applied, customers soon, may' 
be try ing on trousers in the space where 
for nearly 60 years the city’s business 
echoed from the walls.

Despite a temporary stack of cartons 
and chairs, a visitor entering the mam 
door1 off Litho Street has an immediate 
feeling of space from the broad hallways 
and high ceilings. Fresh white paint 
reflects light from tall windows and new 
ceiling light-fixtures throughout the main 
floor, 
and 
brick-red tweed carpeting 
lends warmth and a modern look to, the 
nearly 50-year-old building. 
City offices will operate from the south 
and west sides of the' building, off ,a 
broad, L-shaped hall. Just inside the 
mam entrance the city's financial busi­ 
ness, will be conducted from, the former 
principal's office. Adjacent to it, city 
clerk and city manager's staffs have set 
up files and equipment in a sunny com­ 
plex .of rooms off the hallway. 
Last Friday painters put finishing dabs 
of off-white and gray-green paint on door 
jambs and mouldings while electricians 
connected wires to new hanging lights in 
the city council chambers. This week 
vacuums whirred and electrical wires 
still snaked the halls while staff carried 
boxes and unpacked papers so that city 
offices will reopen smoothly Monday 
morning. 
In a second complex of rooms on the 
west side, 'the planning department's 
maps and photos were ready for sorting 
and the building inspector’s files were 


shoved into place. In public works, just 
beyond, a secretary typed at her desk 
while staff pushed furniture and stacked 
shelves around her. 
“ Where's the clerk's office?" asked a 
bewildered workman from the hall, arm s 
loaded with cartons from a truck outside. 
A jumble of leatherette council chairs 
and workmen’s ladders was piled in the 
new city council chambers at the north 
end of the hallway. There the councilmen 
will ponder the city’s business from a 
curved, stained wood desk, both faced 
and flanked by members of the audience 
seated on folding chairs. 
Six tall banks of windows line the north 
wall, a bright change from the window- 
less chambers on Bridgeway which the 
council occupied for some 50 years. 
A built-in sink and counter still stand at 
the east, end of the room, the' former 
cafeteria, contrasting with the official 
city map newly placed on the wall. 
All remodeling, at ,a cost of some 
S150.900 has been done inside. The build­ 
ing’s exterior tan stucco and red compos­ 
ition. tile roof remain much as they did

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THE LIGHTER SIDE 
Role Found For Rocky: 
Man Who Takes Blame 


By DICK 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Few 
Am erican would go so far as 
to look hack on the Vietnam 
War as the good old days. Yet it 
must be acknowledged that the 
war served one useful role that 
is now sorely missed. 


It gave us something to 
blame things on. 
Economists blamed it for the 
burgeoning inflation. College 
students blamed it for their bad 
grades. Neurotics blamed their 
hangups on it. 


Crime, drug abuse, family 
breakups, governmental priva­ 
cy invasions, long hair — there 
was scarcely anything in the 
entire spectrum of national ills 
that didn't get blamed on the 
Vietnam War. 


THE IMPORTANCE of hav- 
ing a national blame assimila- 
tor can hardly be exaggerated. 
There's a warm sense of se­ 
curity in knowing where the 
trouble lies. Or 'believing you 
do. 
Take it away and people be­ 
come apprehensive and con­ 
fused. Not being certain who or 
what to blame, they throw 
blame wildly, this way and 
that. Suspicions and animosities 
intensify. 
For a time after the Vietnam 
War ended, Watergate took up 
the slack. Problems weren't 
being solved because everyone 
was preoccupied, with Water­ 
gate, we told ourselves. 
Now that is gone, too, and we 
stand naked and alone, with 
nobody to blame but Arab oil 
producers and the ubiquitous 


WEST 
middlemen who somehow fail 
to measure up. 
How comforting it would be if 
we had the Vietnam War to 
blame for the current economic 
nosedive! 
Since any move to reopen the 
war is likely to he misunder­ 
stood,, we are forced, to look 
elsewhere for an acceptable 
blame receptacle. 


IN THAT REGARD, perhaps 
you have noticed that the Unit­ 
ed Stales has a brand new Vice 
president. 
The question of what to do 
with the vice president is al­ 
ways a vexing one, and is 
unlikely to be less so in the case 
of Nelson Rockefeller. Unless... 
Well, admittedly it's a, long 
shot, but wouldn’t it be great if 
someone could figure out a way 
for him to get Mamed for 
everything? The benefits would 
be two-fold. 
First, it would provide the 
centralized blame receiving 
station so badly needed at this 
time. And, second, it would give 
the vice president,, at, last, a 
useful function in our scheme of 
things. 
I'Ll confess 1 don’t know how 
Rockefeller could 'be tran s­ 
formed into a credible scape­ 
goat. But certainly he is the 
only vice president in recent, 
times who comes anywhere 
near having the stature to re­ 
place Vietnam, as our national 
blame catcher. 
And if sooething doesn't turn 
up soon, we’ll be in danger of 
having nothing to blame but 
ourselves.

Now Recognized By Taxmakers 


The big news in traveling expenses and 
automobile expense is that the I.R.S. finally 
recognized the realities of Me and increased 
'the' rates for 1974 as follows: 
TRAVELING EXPENSES; REIMBURSE­ 
MENTS OR PER DIEM AND MILEAGE 
ALLOWANCES. 
Reimbursement arrangements or per diem 
allowances for travel away from home not 
exceeding; $44 per day, or the maximum, 
authorized to be 'paid by the Federal Govern­ 
ment in the locality in which 
the travel is performed, and. a. 
mileage allowance not exceed­ 
ing 15 cents per mile for trans­ 
portation paid by employers to 
employees will be regarded as 
satisfying substantiation and 
adequate accounting require­ 
ments, 
AUTOMOBILE EXPENSES; 
STANDARD MILEAGE RATE; 
EMPLOYEES AND SELF-EM­ 
PLOYED. 
The standard mileage rate 
for the optional simplified 
method of computing deductible' 
costs in operating passenger 
automobiles for business pur­ 
poses' is 15 cents per m íe for 
the first 15,000 miles and 10 
cents per mile for any excess 
over 15,000 mies. 
The' standard mileage rate 
for computing the cost of oper­ 
ating an automobile in connec­ 
tion with rendering gratuitous 
services to a charitable organi­ 
zation or for transportation for 
medical care1 is 7 cent, per mie. 
The standard mileage rate 
for computing deductible costs 
in operating a passenger auto­ 
mobile in connection with mov­ 
ing to a new principal place of 
work is 7 cents per mile.

Appeal Eyed 
On Welfare 
For Aliens 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Wel­ 
fare officials said yesterday the 
state will appeal an expected 
Superior Court, injunction clear­ 
ing the way for illegal aliens to 
receive welfare benefits. 
The injunction will come 
from 
Sacramento Superior 
Court Judge Irving Perluss 
based on his opinion that the 
state must halt procedures now 
in use to verify an alien’s state­ 
ment that he is in California 
legally. 
Judge Perluss said benefits 
cannot be denied or terminated 
because the U.S. .Department of 
Immigration and Naturalization 
informs California that no 
records exist on the alien’s 
legal status.

Hearings will be1 held 'before 
Judge Perluss on the form the 
injunction will take and when it 
will be issued. 
The decision to issue the in­ 
junction came in a class-action 
suit filed by a group of Mexican 
citizens in the San Diego area 
who had been denied welfare 
benefits by the state. 
Under existing state proce­ 
dures aliens who have to proof 
of their legal status are re­ 
quired to fill out forms which 
are forwarded to the federal 
government. Welfare assistance 
can be denied if the form is 
returned stating no records ex­ 
ist of the applicant. 
Perluss said that if the alien 
denies the existence of a depor­ 
tation order and the lack of 
federal records does not refute 
the statement, then the alien 
qualifies for welfare' aid. 
Jerold Prod, deputy director 
of the department of benefits 
payments, said the judge’s de­ 
cision “is tantamount to the 
presumption that the alien is 
here' legally.” He added the 
ruling equates the lack of a 
deportion order with legality. 
Prod said it would be1 difficult 
to measure the cost of the 
decision on welfare assistance 
programs run by county gov­ 
ernments under the supervision, 
of the state.

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Stymied By Congress, U.S. 
Seeks Indirect Viet Funnel 


SAIGON (UPI) - The United 
States, unable to secure full 
congressional backing for in­ 
creased aid to .South Vietnam, 
has tried to find indirect ways 
to finance the Saigon regime, 
diplomatic sources said today. 
The United States has been 
successful in funneling some 
funds to South Vietnam through 
agencies such as the United 
Nations, according to sources in 
Saigon. 
But the United States recent­ 
ly failed for the second straight 
year to get the World Bank's 
international Development As­ 
sociation to grant a $50 million 
loan that would have been fi­ 
nanced: by the United States. 
“ The clear message that 
• Secretary of State! Henry Kis­ 
singer has carried in his travels 
to European capitals is that he 
is trying to get aid to Vietnam 
through third party channels.” 


said a Western diplomat. 
“ He has not been altogether 
successful. ” 
Congress approved $449 mil­ 
lion in economic aid to South 
Vietnam for the fiscal year 
which ends next June 30. an 
increase of $50 million from the 
preceding year. 
But the grant was far below 
the 
$750 million Washington 
said was necessary to get the 
Vietnamese economy on the 
road to self-sufficiency. 
A year ago American efforts 
to get the World Bank loan 
were stymied when Congress 
refused to provide a $1.5 billion 
replenishment for the Interna­ 
tional Development Associa­ 
tion. 
This year they agreed to give 
the bank most of that amount 
but the loan was scuttled again 
at a meeting of aid-giving na­ 
tions in Paris last October. 


Well-informed 
diplomatic 
sources said that Sweden, long 
a foe of American involvement 
in 
Vietnam, led the fight 
against the loan. 
The United Nations Develop­ 
ment Program, however, start­ 
ed operations in South Vietnam 
following the 1973 cease-fire. To 
date the program has put $10 
million into the country and 'the 
figure is expected to reach an­ 
other $25 million before 1980. 
Another agency to which the 
United States is a leading con­ 
tributor, the Asian Develop­ 
ment Bank, has put close to $30 
million into South Vietnam this 
year. 
Most 
recently, 
the AD tí 
granted a $7.2 million dollar 
interest-free loan to the Saigon 
government out of newly creat­ 
ed “special funds” to which 
Japan donated $118 million and 
the United States $50 million.

Maddox Flays Carter 
As 'Radical Leftist' 


ATLANTA (UPI) — Georgia 
Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox called 
Gov. Jimmy Carter “a radical 
leftist” and “a socialist” today, 
and said he would go anywhere 
in the country to combat Cart­ 
er's bid for the 1976 Democratic 
presidential nomination, 
"He is to me a cover-up artist 
and self-serving professional 
politican whose actions and 
ideas would make ‘the plumb­ 
ers’ and those who planned, 
carried out and covered up 
Watergate look like a bunch of 
'beginners," M'addox said. “It is 
my sincere hope that the Amer­ 
ican 'people would see through 
the fakery of Jimmy Carter. 
"Personally, I stand ready to 
travel to any part of America to 
expose to the American people 
the truth about Jimmy Carter,” 
Maddox said in a statement 
prepared for a news confer­ 
ence. 
Maddox, who was governor 
from 1967-71 but was trounced 
by Gov-elect George Busbee 
last October in a bid to succeed 
Carter, renewed his pledge to 
run for president if .Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace is una­ 
ble to run as expected. 
Maddox endorsed Wallace as 
“the American most likely to 


be elected the next president of 
the United States.” 
Maddox said that in announc­ 
ing for president Dec. 12, Cart­ 
er told newsmen he would count 
on Georgia supporters for cam 
paign funds — especially dona­ 
tions expected from, wealthy 
Georgians he has appointed to 
public office. 
“This, in my opinion, is the 
same kind of rotten and unethi­ 
cal thinking and action that 
brought disgrace and shame to 
the White House,” said Mad­ 
dox. He said Carter’s statement 
tells his appointees, “The time 
for the payoff is at hand.” 
Carter's office said he was 
out of town and would have no 
response to the Maddox state­ 
ment. An aide said the gover­ 
nor had made a poor choice of 
words in answering a news­ 
man’s question at his announce­ 
ment press conference, and did 
not intend to “shake down” his 
appointees. 
"It is my sincere belief that 
Jimmy Carter is a radical left­ 
ist, and not just a liberal by 
Georgia or other standards.” 
said Maddox. “ I also believe 
that, he could, best 'be classified 
as a socialist, rather than a 
Democrat.”

“The most significant contri­ 
bution of the Earth shoe1 is that 
it is as wide as the foot and 
relieves many symptoms asso­ 
ciated with pressure on the 
foot,“he said. "It is the first 
shoe designed to fit the foot, 
and not the eye ” 
.Almost everybody's first two 
weeks in the shoes is a bit 
rocky, be1 said, as they tend to 
lean backwards and their calf 
muscles tighten. 
Earth shoes were conceived 
in 1969 by Anne Kalso, a Danish 
costume designer and yoga ex­ 
pert. She noticed sandpnnts of 
primitive peoples in. which the 
heels sunk, lower than the1 toes,, 
and1 designed shoes intended to 
promote straighter spines.

Ford Urged 
To Sign Milk 
Support Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tony 
Dechant, president of the Na­ 
tional Farmers Union, today 
urged President. Ford to sign a 
bill to raise the government 
support price for manufactur­ 
ing grade milk. 
The bill, which administra­ 
tion officials opposed, was pass­ 
ed shortly before Congress ad­ 
journed. Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz said he advised 
Ford to veto it. 
Dechant said in a letter made 
public today that unless Ford 
approves the bill, dairy farmers 
will be farced to cut milk pro­ 
duction to escape a squeeze 
caused by high feed costs. That 
could lead to “a potential nutri­ 
tional disaster for the American 
people," the farm, leader said. 
“ Prices farmers are getting 
for milk are far below the cost 
of production ... if consumer 
demand returns to normal and 
off farm employment opportun­ 
ities for dairy farmers improve, 
there is likely to be an acute 
milk and dairy products short­ 
age,.” Dechant added. 
The measure would raise sup­ 
ports for manufacturing milk, 
used in making butter, cheese 
and similar products, to about 
$7.69 a hundred pounds immedi­ 
ately with further increases

March of 1976. The hike from, 
the current $6.57 a hundred­ 
weight support would be neces­ 
sary because the bill would set 
a new floor of 85 per cent of the 
“ fair earning power” parity 
price under milk supports.

Pollution Ultimatum 
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HAMMOND, Ind. (UPI) - 
U.S. District Court' Judge Allen 
Sharp decided he did not want 
pollution o his conscience. He 
told U.S. Steel Corp. it can 
continue operation of its Gary, 
Ind.. open hearth shop open for 
up to 90 days by paying $2,300 a 
day in fines. 
Those were the take-it-or- 
leave-it conditions Sharp set for 
the firm to continue operating 
the open hearth until March 31 
— three months beyond the 
original Dec. 31 court-imposed 
deadline for closing it down. 
"I ara, not at all impressed 
with the good faith with which 
U.S. Steel comes into this court 
today.” Sharp said yesterday. 
“I do not want it on my con­ 
science that I have been a 
party to the extended pollution 
of the air in the environs of 
Gary, Ind.” 


Thomas Ferral! of U.S. Steel, 
said the matter of the daily fine 
was “under advisement” and 
that a decision on whether to 
shut down the plant by next 
Tuesday would be coming soon. 
The company said 2.500 work­ 
ers would be idled at U.S. Steel 


and several thousand others 
would be laid off in related 
industries by the closing of the 
shop — actually a row of 10 
open hearth furnaces. 
Gary 
Mayor Richard G. 
Hatcher and Indiana Gov. Otis 
R. Bowen said the loss of that 
many jobs would be an. econom­ 
ic disaster. 
"I assume those 'people were 
aware of the economic implica­ 
tions," said Sharp, who said 
U.S. Steel was seeking “an 
excuse to get out of a deal 
properly and openly made.” 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency two years ago is­ 
sued an administrative order 
instructing U.S. Steel to shut 
down 
certain facilities.

company appealed the order to 
the U.S. District Court, touch­ 
ing off the lengthy litigation.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) - 
Birmingham Americans’ owner 
Bill Putnam conceded in eourt 
testimony yesterday that his 
World Football League team 
had failed, to make several con­ 
tract payments to Oakland 
Raiders’ quarterback Ken Sta­ 
bler. 


Stabler had signed, a contract 
last June,, agreeing to join the1 
Americans after his contract 
with Oakland of the National 
Football .League expired at the 
end of t e 1975 reason. 
The former University of Ala­ 
bama quarterback charged in a 
suit filed in State Circuit 'Court 
Dec. 3, two days before the 
Americans won the WFL title, 
that the club defaulted on pay­ 
ments to him. 
Putnam said during testimo­ 
ny that the team had met the 
terms of the agreement, but 
under cross examination con­ 
ceded the Americans had failed 
to make agreed payments to 
Stabler in September and Octo­ 
ber and had not paid a 8». MO 
note the team gave Stabler in 
November to cover the two 
'defaulted .payments. 
Stabler had said in 'the .suit 
that the failure of the Ameri­ 
cans to make the two payments 
or pay the $30.000 note had 
forced a bank to cash govern­ 
ment securities he owned to 
cover a $15,0» loan he made 
for a business investment. 
'The toan was to have been 
paid with the payments the 
Americans failed to make, the 
suit charged. 
Stabler, who asked in the suit 
that the contract requiring him 
to joto the Americans to 1978 be 
declared null, .and 'void, was 
preparing for Sunday’s playoff 


game with the Pittsburgh Steei­ 
ers, and he was not at the 
hearing. 
Putnam testified that the 
Americans owed $1.6 million in 
back, wages and bonuses for 
players and $786,137 borrowed 
from the Birmingham Trust 
National Bank. 
The team owner said he1 was 
trying to obtain temporary fi­ 
nancing to pay the debts and 
secure the team's financial po­ 
sition for the1 1975 reason. 
Stabler s suit said the Ameri­ 
cans had agreed to pay Stabler

of $850,0» between 
June, 1.974, when he signed 'the 
contract, and, the end of the 
1980 reason. 
Stabler received $50,0» at the 
contract signing, the suit said, 
and .he was to have received, an, 
additional $50,0» in monthly 
payments before the end of 
1974,.

$100.0» in 1975.

SKI SCENE 
Modest Additions At Kirkwood

Developing a new resort in 
the Sierra these days is next to 
impossible. The red tape in­ 
volved. makes the process take 
years and years, and the ecolo­ 
gy groups will watch every 
move. The1 situation is so diffi­ 
cult. that no one has tried for a. 
few years. There are no new 
major areas on the horizon. 
And! those1 areas that have 'de­ 
veloped within the past five 
years (Tahoe Donuer, Northstar 
and Kirkwood) did so with the 
backing of recreation land and 
.home1 salts. Otherwise, forget 
it. Toe expensive. 


Kirkwood started slowly sev­ 
eral years ago and' 'now has 
'developed! into one of the major 
resorts in the Sierra. The area 
sits pretty much alone about 35 
miles from South Lake Tahoe 
on Highway ftft. Only lour chair­ 
lifts appeared when Kirkwood 
first emerged, and then the 
skiable terrain was mostly in­ 
termediate and beginner Last 


season, 'two new lifts opened! up 
a vast expanse of advanced 
terrain and Kirkwood entered 
into the major leagues of 
skiing.- 
This season, there have been 
some modest additions — no 
new chairlifts, but a few things 
that will be of interest. A new 
run (called Wagon Wheel) for 
expert and advanced skiers has 
'been created, off the No. 5
